the state board of public works,

Waste of millions and millions of 


gallons of water—without providing 
any way for replenishing the bup- 
ply, every summer takes from 
the 


people 
of 
model ate 
means, 
not 


wealthy enough to go to the 
sca- 


fchore, their only opportunity of en- 
joying their summer \acations 
in 


swimming and boating. 


The interests of a fow corpoiaMons 


ha\e been, and are now, placed above 
the interests of one hundred thous- 
and people who visit BueKeyo Lake 
duiing the summer 
months. 
The 


*.tate board of public works deems it 
of more importance that certain in- 
terests shall be supplied with cheap 
water for their engines and boileis 
than that the lake, which belongs, to 
the people, shall be Kept a beautiful 
stretch of water. 


Water useis, not satisfied 
with 


the amount of water for which tiie\ 
pay the state, take an> amount they 
happen to need instead of taking the 
amount for which they contract. 


To supply them the btate hoard of 


public works 
maintains a miasmal 


hole in the ground nine miles long, 
lull of water bnakcs, turtles, weeds, 
Hags and decaying vegetation, run- 
ning water 
through 
leak\ flumes 


from which it runs into creeks 
and 


is lost. 


To supply corporations which pm 


$1000 in water licences, the 
board 


robs people who pay $8000 in 
li- 


ren^es lor leases oil land and 
lio.it 


permits—licenses which represent an 
investment of thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars. 


For supplying water to these few 


CO} poratlons the state board of pub- 
lic works gets enough money to pay 
lor eight month', the laborers it has 
employed to work along this 
nine 


nines ot canal. 
It does not 
collect 


enough to pay them and the salary 
of Samuel Brown, the foreman 
in 


charge. 


The state board of public works, 


by the grossest of incompetence, hsui 
permitted water 
to be carried 
out 


one ond of Buckeye Lake at the rate 
of four and a half inches a month 
—two feet in a season—regardless 
of the. protects of 
people interested 


In the lake, while it has wilfnllv inf- 
lected to provide any means of get- 


ting any more water back into the 
lake. 


The board supplies four laborers 


to keep the canal in condition to get 
water out ot the lake, and supplies 
none to keep in condition the feeder 
which brings water into the lake. 


More than 1200 cubic feet of wa- 


ter a minute are cairled througn a 
Hume a few hundred yards below the 
lake — more properly speaking, it is 
started, thiough, for thousands, mil- 
lion-, ot gallons a month, leak out ot 
it into a creek 
below. 
A 
dollar's 


worth ot lath and a day's work by a 
carpenter would save much of it, but 
neither have been supplied. 


One 
company at Buckeye 
Lake, 


which runs a boat 
line, 
providing j 


motor boats tor those persons un- 
able to own them, pays, $500 a year 
m licences, and last year paid $2001) 
repair bills, fixing machinery broken 
by having rudders crash into stumps 
on account of low water. 
Private 


boat owners nave their troubles 
m 


propoi tion. 


Centciboaids or sailboats run into 


stumps and the boat 
climbs 
over 


them—sometimes, it the boat is in 
the channel. 
Swimming places 
are 


changed to wading holes. 
The water 


becomes so warm that some refuso 
to eat the fish which come from it. 
Club owners 
and 
private 
owners 


alike complain of conditions caused 
by disiegard of the people's rights. 


Were the affairs of Buckeye Lake 


properly managed, not one-half 
of 


the water being taken from the lake 
would h a v e to be taken, even under 
the present misoiable facilities for 
handling it, because people are tak- 
in ; lioin the canal more than twice 
at, much water as the state board 
says it leceives pay for. 


Were the all airs properly 
man- 


aged, the state would be receiving 
nearer $2500 in water rents 
than 


the $1002 which it now 
receives. 


Were the water judiciously deliver- 
ed, instead of being run through a 
largo canal and over leaking aque- 
ducts, a vcrv small pipe would dis- 
tribute it. more to the satisfaction ol 
the people using it, and with a sav- 
ing to the lake of millions of gallons 
of water a month.

IN A SCATHING SPEECH

Washington, July 31—Severely ar-

MONEY, WHICH WAS THE PRICE 


OF ATHERWSJIESIGNATION 


A Number of Contributors to the Fund 
Were Not in as Good Financial Circum- 


stances as the Man Who Took 


the Money 


The Columbus Dispatch contains a statement from 


Atliorton whicli is a luiuo attempt to deny the facts per- 
taining to the transaction in which he took $550 of per- 
suasion money from Newark Democrats as the price of 
his resignation as Mayor after lie had been suspended 
by the (Governor for his refusal to interfere and pre- 
vent the lynching crime of July 8, 1910. For several 
weeks AtheHton has been p-nldling the story that HE 
WAS FORCKD TO RESIGN by leaders of'his party. 


But now being forced to face the exposure of having 


accepted a money consideration for his resignation, 
which money AVUS contributed by Democrats whose mo- 
tive was to protect him from the humiliation of being re- 
moved by the Governor, which was inevitable, Atherton 
shows his ingratitude to those men who were real 
friends, by a miserable attempt to deny the facts. 


When Governor Harmon suspended Atherton from 


the Mayor's office he did it wholly on account of the lat- 
ter's conduct on the night of the lynching and 011 the evi- 
dence of Atherton's own statement. Previous conditions 
and conduct of the Mayor had nothing whatever to do 
with the Governor's action. The Mayor surrendered 
every vestige of the office and was legally down and out 
in every regard. It was then that Democratic friends 
came to his rescue to save him from the humiliation and 
further disgrace of removal by the Governor on the day 
set for the hearing. It was learned from every Demo- 
cratic lawyer in the city, as woll as some of state repu- 
tation at Columbus that Atherton had no defence as to 
bis conduct on the night of the lynching and that his re- 
moval could not be averted. Lawyers explained that if 
Atherton appealed to the courts, his term of office 
would expire before a final decision in the supreme court 
could be reached. These were the conditions that con- 
fronted Atherton when local Democrats made their ef- 
forts to prevail upon him to resign. For many hours 
they labored with him diligently, but all without avail 
until a money inducement was offered. It was then that 
the men present at the meeting quickly saw the effect of 
this kind of a proposition on the Atherton mind. 
An 


agreement was reached in a shorter time than it takes to 
describe it. The sum of $550 was raised by Democratic 
contributors, Atherton took the persuasion money and 
signed his resignation. He was that much ahead in dol- 
lars. The transaction saved the Governor the necessity 
of returning from his summer home in Michigan to hear 
the case on the day that had been set for the purpose, as 
well as it saved Atherton's humiliation. 


But here is the most significant fact for the public 


to know regarding Atherton's conduct in taking this 
money as a consideration to resign. A number of the 
contributors who came across with the money in sums of 
$25 and $50, were poor men, WHO WERE NOT IN AS 
GOOD FINANCIAL CIRCUMSTANCES as Atherton 
was at that time.

matter and also as to his conduct on the night of the 
lynching that the public will know later.

His topics were, 
"Where Are the 
Dead?" and "The

[[PASTOR. RUSSELL)] ar *n f- 
W h i t e 


Throne." 
We re- 


port the former. Kach address lasted 
for nearly two hours, but so deeply In- 
terested were the audiences that they 
seemed not to note the flight of time. 
He said:— 


No other question could be of deeper 


interest to thinking people than the one 
now before ua—"Whore Are tho Dead?' 
Our ancestors, our neighbors, our 
friends, are dead or dying, and our- 
selves with them. What will be our 
condition when the spark of life flick- 
era out? 1 have no new revelation on 
this subject. 1 have merely for my 
guide ttiuu is recognized by all Chris- 
tians as the Divine revelation on this 
subject—the Bible. I hold that there 
is no other scarce of information com- 
parable to it. 


Before presenting his own findings 


on the subject, In the Bible, Pastor 
Kussell reviewed the findings of oth- 
ers—Christian In general. The agnos- 
tic view, that there is no life beyond 
the tomb, he could not entertain. 
He 


believed that man's organism, so much 
higher than that pf the brute, implies 
not only an all-wise Creator, but His 
benevolent intention for man's future. 
He examined the Catholic view, and, 
while according full liberty to every 
Catholic to believe what to him seems 
reasonable respecting the dead, Pastor 
Russell could not agree with Roman 
Catholic teachings. lie summarized 
their view to be that a very saintly 
few were fit for heaven and that they 
went thither. 
He complimented the 


justice of their intentions, that a com- 
paratively small number of humanity 
were worthy of eternal torture. 


For his own part, he could not imag- 


ine any human being, on account of 
any human weakness or depravity, as 
meriting endless torture. The Catho- 
lic view, that all heathen and prac- 
tically all i'rotestants and Catholics 
go in death to purgatory, he could not 
agree with for two reasons. First, he 
finds no Scriptural authority for such 
a view, and secondly, his mind cannot 
accept the thought that an all-wise, 
all-just, all-loving and powerful Cre- 
ator will torture His creatures for cen- 
turies in auy such manner a<? Catholics 
generally believe, and as Dante's great 
poem, "Inferno," so graphically de- 
picts. 


Our Protestant View Is Worse. 


Pastor Russell declared that he was 


a Protestant, In large measure be- 
cause his parents were such. But he 
declared that while he sees many 
truths both in Protestant and in Cath- 
olic teachings he considers that the 
Protestant view respecting the here- 
after of the dead tho most diabolical 
conception to be found on the face 
of the earth, the grossest blasphemy 
against the Divine character and pro- 
vision for humanity. Had he nothing 
better to offer ho would not be address- 
lug his audience on the subject. 


Perplexed and disconcerted by his 


early teachings, he had. when a jouth. 
discarded all human croods, nnd the 
Bible as well—believing that the latter 
•was the basis for the fornfer. It was 
a happy day for him when he learned: 
that this was a mistake—when he 
Icarnod that the creeds of the Dark 
Ages are diametrically opposed to the 
teachings of Ood's Word. Now his 
Dible lias become- to him a new book 
•-tho most wonderful book in the 
World. Its teachings he now sees to 
bo, beyond all comparison, tlio most 
logical—tho only rational presentation.' 
and a most glorious ono respecting, 
man—explaining his past, present aiid 
future as prearranged by n wise, gra- 
cious and all-powerful Creator. 


Two Protestant Views. 


Protestant views respecting tho, here- 


after arc various, but two in particular 
represent Protestant thought In gen- 
eral: (1) The Calvinistic theory; (2) 
the Annlnlan theory. 


Five centuries ago there wore no 


Protestants—all woro Catholics and bo- 
llovod in three places for tho dond— 
heaven for tho saintly few: Purgatory 
for tho gonoral mass of mankind; and 
holl, everlasting torture, for iho incor- 
rigible. Luther and coadjutors got to 
studying tho BIblo. nnd. finding noth- 
ing there respecting purgatory and. 
mass for tho dend, they throw those 
out. Figuratively, tlioy snin'-liorl com- 
pletely tlio idea of Purgatory. A little j 
later they wore perplexed nnd snirt to 
eiich nThf-r, Wo tia\o smashed Purgn 
torj. but now whnt ahull ne do with 
nil tht-w th<>n«fln<li of millions who 
hnvo horn there in our Imnplnntlon

The thought of their responsibility 


In connection with the thousands of 
millions blanched their cheeks and 
made their hearts quail. They looked 
at each other In terrified bewildor- 


j iiient. 
Their noble, generous hearts 


led them to desire to put the whole 
mass directly into heaven, but, as they 
searched the -Scriptures on the sub- 
ject, they found, as they had always 
believed as Catholics, the Bible teach- 
ing that only the saintly, the footstep 
followers of Jesus, the "overcomers" 
of the world, are fit for the Kingdom 
of Heaven. 
In despair they said to 


eacb other. This leaves nothing for ua 
to do but enlarge hell many times 
and stuff the entire mass therein, 
writing over the doorway, "Who en- 
ters here abandons hope." They did 


a sorrowful matter, 
to their generous 


it, but It was 
quite 
contrary 


hearts. 


Greatest-Theologian—John Calvin. 
It was when the Reformers were 


feeling very sad for what they felt 
they bad been obliged to do with the 
heathen and with their neighbors and 
friends and the vast majority of their 
own families, that Brother Calvin ap- 
peared. "Cheer up," said Calvin. "Of 
course we all are sorry, but It is not 
our fault. The shame of such a con- 
clusion is not ours. I will show you 
the way out of the dilemma: charge 
the whole terrible business upon Al- 
mighty God! Say that He foreordain- 
ed and predestinated things thus, and 
that we cannot help it!" 


Pastor Russell said that these good 


men hesitated for a time about charg 
ing against God what they had been 
ashamed to acknowledge as their own 
plan and doing; but seeing no way out 
of the difficulty they "finally agreed, 
and then extolled John Calvin as the 
greatest theologian the world had ever 
known. 
Calvin arranged the entire 


matter into a philosophy and his doc- 
trine became the basis of all creeds of 
the Reformation period, including the 
Westminster 
Confession 
of Faith, 


which is generally acknowledged by 
Presbyterians, Baptists, etc. 
Thus, 


said Pastor Russell, we Protestants got 
our diabolical theory respecting the 
dead. 
We "must confess that it is 


much worse than the theory of our 
Catholic friends, if we could not ac- 
cept theirs because it was unloving, 
unmerciful, unjust and ungodly, surely 
we cannot accept any longer our own. 


Brother Wesley's Gospel of Love. 
The blessings of the Reformation 


were considerably overshadowed and 
handicapped by the great Calvinistic 
error of an all-powerful God, desti- 
tute of love, vindictive and devilish 
to a degree never approximated by 
any human degenerate. 
Centuries 


later that good man, John Wesley, ap- 
peared. 
His soul cried out against 


the injustice and lovelessness of Cal- 
vinism; and his claim that God is love 
has permeated Christendom to such an 
extent that even those denominations 
w/iich profess the Westminster Con- 
fession of Faith and Calvinistic theo- 
ries do not really believe it. We must 
love Brother Wesley for his largeness 
of heart even though we must con- 
fess that he had a less logical head 
than had Brother Calvin. 


Brother Wesley and the majority of 


his followers failed to see the incon- 
sistency of his claim that God is love, 
and yet that nine hundred and ninety- 
nine out of every thousand are to be 
eternally tormented—because the mass 
of them had never heard of "the only 
name whereby we must bo saved;" and 
because others who had heard did not 
live contrary to their tendencies; did 
not live saintly lives! 


Pastor Russell declared that Wesley 


and Calvin put exactly the same saint- 
ly few Into heaven, and put all the 
mainder'iuto eternal torment. Hence 
it was a mere question between these 
two men as to why this was so, and 
not as to the fact. Calvin said. "It is 
God's will and He foreordained it 
thus." Wesley said, "No, God is love, 
and love would never do thus. It was 
the result of Divine lack of wisdom in 
their creation, and lack of power to 
help after their creation. Hence the 
fate of the masses." 


Brethren, We Do Not So Believe! 
Pastor Russell said. There is a great 


mistake. None of those theories satis- 
fy your heads and hearts, nor mine. 
The difficulty is that we have b6en try- 
Ing to accept the errors of the Dark 
Ages instead of going clear back and 
making our theology afresh from the 
words of Jesus, the Apostles and 
prophets. Let us do this now and find 
Hie beauty of the Divine Plan in the 
Bible, and a glorious Divine character 
such us wo know it should have—far 
beyond human wisdom, justice, love 
and power. So the Lord says- "As the 
heavens nro higher than the earth, so 
are My ways higher than your ways 
and My plans higher than your plans." 


Where Are the Dead? 


The Bible confirms the ablest find- 


ings of science when it tolls us that 
the dead are dead and not alive at all. 
nnywhere. 
The Scriptures declare. 


"The dead know not anything;" "their 
sons come to honor nnd they know it 
hot; they come to dishonor but they 
perceive it not of them." 
Again the 


Bible says, "There Is neither wisdom 
nor device nor knowledge in the grave 
[shenl. the Bible holl] whither thon 
goost" (Ecclesiastrs IT, 10). 


Where, my donr friends, is the koy 


to the whole problem? The Biblo ho'I 
Is the grave, sJirnl. haflf*.

The salvation which <;<;<1 has 


pro'Mdod Is tho snlvntlon from sin nnd 
from death 
Tho hope sot bo fore ns in

soul. It was not Adam's body merely 
tbat was punished with death, but it 
was hit* to til, which Involved the body 
and every power Adam possessed. Ail 
of bin children have shared with him 
iu his fall, In his death. 


God's provision for the salvation of 


mankind is that "As by man came 
death [not eternal-torment], by a man 
[the man Christ Jesus] conies also the 
resurrection of the dead. For as all 
in Adam die. so all in Christ shall be 
made alive" (I Corinthians xv, 22). 


The Redemption Price Given. 


Not only do the Scriptures clearly 


set forth that the wages of sin is 
death and tbat thus death passed upon 
the entire human race [Romans v, 12}, 
but they also net forth that the re- 
demption price which Jesus gave was 
death—"He poured out His soul unto 
death:" He made His soul an offering 
for sin (Isaiah till, 10, 12). 


As a result, "in due time," there will 


come a resurrection of the dead, both 
of the Just and of the unjust. By the 
just is meant those justified and 
brought 
into 
harmony 
with God 


through faith In Christ. By the unjust 
la meant all others. Thus the Church 
will share in the First Resurrection 
with Christ; these are the Elect of the 
Scriptures. 
Their 
resurrection 
and 


complete change of nature has already 
begun In them through the begetting 
of the Holy Spirit. 


They will be iftte the angels and like 


Christ, who is the express image of 
the Father's person. Like God and tho 
angels they, as spirit beings, will be 
Invisible to mankind. 
These with 


their Lord and Head will set up the 
Kingdom of God—the Messianic King- 
dom. "They will live and reign with 
Christ a thousand years." These are 
the saintly ones, a class recognized by 
Catholics and Protestants, by Luther, 
Calvin and Wesley. All are agreed re- 
specting such a class. The entire point 
of discrimination is respecting the 
masses of our race for whom Christ 
died and for all of whom the various 
creeds provide torments untenable, un- 
thinkable. 


The Non-Elect to Be Blessed. 


Brothers Luther, Calvin and others, 


when they smashed purgatory as un- 
scriptural, should have said, "We do 
not know where those poor creatures 
are whom we so long supposed were 
ui purgatory." They should not have 
felt it incumbent upon them to enlarge 
hell and to put the thousands of mil- 
lions out of purgatory into it. But, as 
ft matter of fact, they all are in hell; 
the difference Is that it is the hell of 
the Bible—the grave, the unconscious 
state of death, and not a place of suf- 
fering and torture. 


Do not the Scriptures repeatedly tell 


you that the dead fall asleep? 
St. 


Paul writes of those who fell asleep 
In Christ; and again, of those who 
"sleep in Jesus;" and again that all 
would sleep except those saints who 
would be changed in a moment, at the 
second coming of Messiah. Do not we 
read that St. Stephen, stoned to death, 
fell asleep t Did not Jesus say, "Our 
friend Lazarus sleepetb," and subse- 
quently explain his meaning saying, 
"Lazarus is dead!" Do we not read 
that "Abraham slept with his fa- 
thers," and so of the kings and proph- 
ets and all, good and bad? 
Abra- 


ham's fathers, being heathen, none 
will claim that they sleep in heaven. 
Our Catholic friends will not claim 
that they sleep in purgatory, and sure- 
ly nobody would claim that they could 
sleep in eternal torture. Where, then, 
do they sleep, and for how long? The 
Bible answers. "They that sleep in the 
dust of the earth shall awake" (Daniel

xii, 2). The Bible tells us that the 
weeping, sighing and dying of the 
present time will give place to a glori- 
ous morning of better things, the resur- 
rection morning. 
Not Universalism, but Universal Op- 


portunity. 


Pastor Russell disclaims Unlversal- 


Ism; ho cannot flnd it iu the Bible, else 
he would preach it. He finds the Bible 
to teach a universal opportunity for 
salvation and everlasting life, but that 
the gift of God, eternal life, will be 
given only to those who will avail 
themselves of the opportunity. Upon 
all others will come the wages of sin, 
namely, death. Those who sin wilful- 
ly, preferring wrong to right, after be- 
ing granted full opportunity for refor- 
mation, will be destroyed In the Sec- 
ond Death, utterly, as St. Peter de- 
clares, "like natural, brute beasts" (II 
Peter II, 12). 


Heaven on Earth By and By. 


It was not in vaiu,that the Redeemer 


taught us to pray, "Thy Kingdom 
come. Thy will be done on eirth as it 
k; done in heaven." Tbat glorious time 
<vill come when, as the Prophet de- 
clares, "Every knee shall bow and ev- 
ery tongue confess Messiah; and when 
the knowledge of the Lord shall till the 
whole earth, as the waters cover the 
great deep; and when none shall need 
longer to say to his neighbor and bis 
brother. Know thou the Lord, because 
nil shall know Him." 
Then "they 


shall build houses and inhabit them. 
and plant vineyards nnd ont the fruit 
of them, and long enjoy the work of 
their hands." . Then "the wihlerncss 
shall be glad and blossom as the rose;"

But to offset .this 
there is rainfall in a year

ing to 36 inches. 


In Captain Chittcnden's report fig- 
uring on the water supply available 
from the 'reservoirs, he does not take 
into his calucations at all the matter 
of evaporation.

Of course, it might be said that 


the greater part of the evaporation 
comes during the hot months when 
there is complaint about the 
low 


water. 
But it is also true that the 
hot months are

months of the year. 
The precipita- 


tion, normal, at Columbus, is about

000,000,000 gallons, 
one-twentieth 


of which latter supply, It run into 
the lake, would keep a good level of 
water constantly. 
There is no lack 


of water—-only a lack of proper care 
to get a part of it into the lake and 
a lack of cans of what does get into 
the lake. 
There is no danger of 
getting too much, as the waste-weir 
will care for it, and so will the canal. 
It has enough leaks to care for plen- 
ty of it. 


As much attention given to sup- 


plying water for the hundreds of cot- 
tage-owners and boat-owners, 
and 


for their thousands of friends, pa- 
trons and visitors during the sum- 
mer, as is given to suppl>ing water 
to the coroorations which are prof- 
iting by their
